Jackson’s Attorney Counters With 
Report of Fees Paid Treasurer

Sheriff Logan Jackson was sued by the county today for J75,000 
in profits he assertedly has made from his office during the past seven 
and one-half years. 

Edgar B. Hervey, San Diego attorney and special counsel for the 
board of supervisors, filed the complaint in the county clerk’s office 
this morning and immediately served a summons on Sheriff Jackson, 
climaxing the "fee fight” which began last year when supervisors 
passed the controversial county salary ordinance. 

Hervey’s complaint, its verification signed by Chairman Willard 
Smith of the board of supervisors, was brief. It alleged merely that 

Jackson owes the county $75,000 
which he has collected by virtue 
of his official position. 

FEES PAID COUNTY 

Jackson's attorney. Judge Frank 
Drumm, Immediately laid plans to 
fight Hervey’s claims that the 
county is entitled to any money, 
and added that Jackson already 
has turned over to the county 
more than $120,000 from fees re¬ 
ceived since 1931, when he became 
sheriff. 

Hervey said the sum mentioned 
might be more or less than the 
amount actueilly due the county, 
but said it was impossible to plead 
the sum specifically because Jack¬ 
son's books are not open to in¬ 
spection yet. 

DEMURRER OR ANSWER? 

Involved in the controversy, 
Hervey said, are not only fees, 
mileage and money for transpor¬ 
tation of prisoners collected since 
the salary ordinance was pa.ssed 
last fall in an attempt to collect 
these moneys for the county, but 
also profits for feeding prisoners 
and from operation of the jail 
canteen for Jackson's entire two 
terms of office. 

"It's their move now,” said Her¬ 
vey, after serving Jackson with 
the summons. He explained Jack¬ 
son's counsel now would have to 
file a demurrer or answer to the 
suit before a trial date could be 
set. 

PETITION DROPPED 

Jackson's fees, target of blasts 
by Supervisor N. E. West since 
the salary ordinance first was 
passed, have been the center of 
the supervisors' controversy with 
five fee-collecting officials. The 
other four—Treasurer T. E. Steph- 
en.son. Coroner Earl Abbey, Re¬ 
corder Fred Sidebottom and 
Health Officer K. H. Sutherland, 
receive far smaller amounts and 
have not collected any fees since 
the ordinance was passed, Hervey 
said. 

A petition for a writ of man¬ 
date, directed against all five, was 
dismissed la.st week without preju¬ 
dice by the fourth district court 
of appeal, which had demanded a 
further showing that the county 
was entitled to the fees before 
ordering a writ issued. 

JUDGE DRU.M.M TALKS 

Judge Drumm, speaking for the 
sheriff, .said they never under¬ 
stood there was a county claim 
that any money was due until 
after the ordinance went into ef¬ 
fect last Oct. 28.

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Jap Fliers Land^ in Foe Port, Fire Planes, Escape, They Announce 


SHANGHAI. (iP) — Japanese 
naval fliers today carried out 
what a Japanese naval commu¬ 
nique described as “the most dar¬ 
ing attack in the history of mili¬ 
tary aviation.” 

During a large scale attack 
upon the big Chinese airdrome at 
Nanchang, southwest of Lake Po- 
yang, a squadron of Japanese 
oomblng planes landed at the air¬ 
port despite rifle and machine gun 
fire from the Chinese defenders, 
the communique stated. 

Then the bombers’ crews jumped 
out of their planes, the commu¬ 
nique said, and with torches set 
fire to seven grounded Chinese 
planes, seized two machine gun 
magazines as war booty, chased 
Chinese fleeing in a gasoline truck 
into a neighboring rice field, “and 
returned to their base unscathed.” 

Long range artillery duels be¬ 
tween Japanese warships and Chi¬ 
nese land batteries continued along 
the Yangtze river today, but war 
maps showed that the Japanese 
had made little progress during 
the past two weeks in the Yangtze 
sector. 

The main concentration of Jap¬ 
anese warships still was at the 
Matowchen Boom, 175 miles down¬ 
river from Hankowr, while land 
forces were held below Kiukiang, 
136 miles below the provisional 
capital. 

The warships reached Matow¬ 
chen July 5 after three weeks of 
hard fighting to gain the 40 miles 
from Anking, capital of Anhwei 
province. 

An attempt to advance over¬ 
land from the north bank of the 
river in conjunction with the naval 
advance was meeting similar re¬ 
sistance. 

Chinese reports said the In¬ 
vaders had suffered 10,000 cas¬ 
ualties during the past two weeks 
below Kiukiang. They said sev¬ 
eral boatloads of bodies were seen 
proceeding down the river. 

Meanwhile, floodwaters of the 
rising Yellow river continued to

transportation of prisoners.” 

Defense on the transportation 
question, the attorney said, will be 
based on the "Sacramento case” 
of several years ago, holding that 
a county official acting as an 
agent of the state cannot be com¬ 
pelled to account for money paid 
him as a state official. 
JURISDICTION DENIED 

"Although there is no decision 
on the point involved in receipts 
from feeding,” said Judge Drumm, 
"our case will be based on the con¬ 
tention that the board of super¬ 
visors has no jurisdiction any 
more than it has on the receipts 
from transportation.” 

The federal government pays 75 
cents a day for feeding of federal 
prisoners, the attorney said, but 
the sheriff gets only 24 cents, or 
12 cents per meal—the same sum 
he gets for feeding county 
prisoners. 

"Sheriff Jackson,” said his 
counsel, "already has turned in 
more than $120,000 to the county 
on account from fees received.” 
$75,000 SUM PUZZLES 

Judge Drumm said the amoun» 
in controversy since the salary 
ordinance went into effect could 
not be more than $1500 or $1800, 
and that he failed to see how 
Hervey arrived at $75,000 In draw¬ 
ing his complaint. 

Sheriff Jackson's salary now Is 
$2892 a year. Judge Drumm said 
the sum was fixed at that low sum 
because the law recognizes the fact 
the sheriff is entitled to other 
compensation from official fees. 
The salary ordinance fixed the 
sheriff’s salary at $5400, beginning 
next year, without fees. 

CONTROL DENIED 

The Sacramento case, to be used 
in the sheriff’s dcfen.se, was de¬ 
cided before the 19.33 "home rule” 
constitutional amendment which 
gave supervisors power to fix com¬ 
pensation of county officers. Judge 
Drumm contends that amendment 
gave supervisors power to fix com¬ 
pensation of county officers only 
as such, and not as state officers. 

The Sacramento case held that 
counties were entitled to account¬ 
ing only for fees of officials re¬ 
ceived as county officers. Any 
state duties they might perform, 
the case held in effect, were mat¬ 
ters between themselves and the 
■state, and the county had no con¬ 
trol over them.

HENDAYE, France. (At the 
Spanish Frontier) (.T) — Govern¬ 
ment resistance along the Teruel- 
Medlterranean highway virtually 
collapsed today as Spain’s civil 
war swung into its third year. 

Dispatches from Valencia and 
Barcelona admitted large numbers 
of government militiamen were re¬ 
treating along the highway 
toward Sagunto, 15 miles north dt 
Valencia. 

Insurgent warplanes flew over 
the routed troops, bombing and 
machine-gunning them. 

An Insurgent communique said 
and entire division had been 
caught in the rugger mountain 
passes southwest of Mora de 
Rubielos and virtually “annihilat¬ 
ed” by systematic aerial attacks. 
Mora de Rubielos, point of a 
salient the government had held 
two months north of the Teruel 
road, was captured Saturday. 

Insurgent operations during the 
past two days were a repetition in 
miniature of the series of cam¬ 
paigns that have given General- 
issima Francisco Franco control 
of 70 per cent of Spain since he 
raised the red and gold banner of 
revolt against the government 
July 18, 1936. 

After a week of steady ham¬ 
mering first in the center, then 
on one flank and then on the other 
by insurgent planes and heavy 
artillery, government forces, al¬ 
though superior in numbers, sud¬ 
denly broke under pressure on the 
western flank of the 45-mile front. 

Insurgent dispatches said 150 
square miles, including four im¬ 
portant towns and many villages, 
between Teruel and Sagunto, had 
been occupied since Saturday. The 
major towns captured were Mora 
de Rubielos, Albentosa, San 
Augustin and Barracs. 

Both sides seemed to have con¬ 
centrated every possible warplane, 
tank, gun and man in the scorch¬ 
ing countryside where the fight 
for Valencia is taking place — a 
fight that may eventually lead to 
a breach of communications be¬ 
tween Valencia and besieged 
Madrid. 

Government advices said the in¬ 
surgents lost "thousands and 
thousands” of killed and wonded, 
while insurgent reports mentioned 
between 3000 and 4000 govern¬ 
ment prisoners taken.

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Review of “SOUND OF ROWLOCKS” by Wilbur Daniel Steele 


That veteran story teller, Wilbur 
Daniel Steele, can be depended 
upon to give the reading public 
good entertainment for its money. 
With a writing technique perfected 
over a jieriod of years, and a deep 
understsmding of the complexities 
of human nature, his novels have 
more to offer than those of many 
of his contemporaries who sell In 
the same market. I, for one, think 
Wilbur Daniel Steele has been un¬ 
derestimated by highbrow literary 
critics. 

"Sound of Rowlocks" is a mys¬ 
tery story with a genuine corpse, 
a gruesome but plausible back¬ 
ground, an assorted set of sus¬ 
pects, The murdered man, Beal 
Coward, was not a native of the 
isolated village,on Isle Haven, ly¬ 
ing winter-bound off the shores of 
Nantucket. He was one of that 
exclusive alien group who lived 
only for the duck season, a man 
from the outside who in recent 
years had made his home on the 
island because living was cheap 
there, but had never been accept¬ 
ed into the real spirit of the com¬ 
munity. 

Beal Coward was a cad, and no 


one was sorry when he was killed, 
not even his lovely wife. Gay. The 
crime might have been committed 
by Flnnigan, a young doctor for 
whom life on the island was made 
bearable only by the presence of 
Gay Coward. There was also young 
Chet Campbell who had misunder¬ 
stood the interest Gay had taken 
In his drab life. There was Beal’s 
brother, Humbert, an epileptic, 
jealous of his brother’s superiority. 
And somewhere was the unknown 
monster, whose presence at the 
scene of the crime had been made 
known only by the faint sound of 
rowlocks as he slipped away into 
the night. 

Besides solving a seemingly in- 
solvable mystery Wilbur Daniel 
Steele gives many interesting char¬ 
acter delineations of the rock 
ribbed, button lipped natives whose 
sense of humor was strictly pe¬ 
culiar to the i.sland. He also shows 
an almost clinical familiarity with 
the disease of epilepsy and the 
mental distortions which accom¬ 
pany it. 

The book is really more than a 
mystery story. It is a novel of 
character analysis ■with a murder 
plot to make it more salable.

On affidavits from physicians 
that J. L. Bascom, assistant cash¬ 
ier of the bank, is too ill to tes¬ 
tify before October 1, Superior 
Judge Raymond McIntosh of Sier¬ 
ra county, sitting for Superior 
Judge G. K. Scovel here, granted 
a continuance to Oct. 3 on stipula¬ 
tion of attorneys for both sides. 

I The plaintiff, R. L. Wilhelm, 
who claims the bank owes him 
money for services performed in 
1934, first tried to have Fred For- 
gy, bank attorney, jailed for con¬ 
tempt because he insisted on post¬ 
ponement ot a deposition Wilhelm 
was taking from Bascom. Forgy 
contended it was because of Bas- 
com’s health, and .successfully re¬ 
sisted Wilhelm’s charges of con¬ 
tempt. Wilhelm at that time was 
acting as his own attorney, but 
since has engaged coun.sel from 
Los Angeles. 

Bascom is in the Veterans’ hos¬ 
pital at Sawtelle in a highly nerv¬ 
ous condition, his physicians said 
in their reports to the court. They 
advised strongly against compel¬ 
ling him to talk business before 
October.

SUPERVISORS DENY REQUEST 
OF L. A. FOR CUT IN TAXES 


Requests by the city of Los 
Angeles for a $2,500,000 reduction 
in Asses.sor James Sleeper's val¬ 
uation of the $6,000,000 Seal 
Beach electric plant were denied 
today by county supervi.sors, con¬ 
cluding their sessions as a board of 
tquaiization. 

Denial of the reque.st followed 
a policy set up la.st year, after 
which Los Angeles went to the 
state board of equalization and the 
state supreme court. The Bureau 
of Power and Light, owner of 
the plant, claims machinery should 
be cla.s.sed as personal property, 
which is tax-exempt berau.se it is 
owned by a municipal corporation. 
Sleeper, upheld by the state boa>-d 
in his stand, claims the machinery 
should be classed aa Improvements, 
which are taxable no matter who 
the owner is. 

This year’s protest agairst the 
assessment was filed merely as a 


formality, because last year’s ap¬ 
peal from the state board's ruling 
is before the supreme court for 
deci.sion. 

Only two of 12 protest.s filed 
this year, besides the Los Angeles 
plea, were allowed by the board, 
both of them on proof the property 
involved had been damaged by the 
March floods. Jo.seph P. O'Neill 
of Ran Clemente got a reduction 
on the asse.s.sed valuation of one 
of his lots from $1700 to $1500; 
and Francisco Manriques of La¬ 
guna Beach had his a.sse.ssed vai- 
uation cut from $3000 to $2700 
because floods had wa.shed his 
driveway completely out. 

Taxation of the Los Angeles 
machinery involves about $41,000 
in revenue to the county. Los 
Angeles, also as a matter of pro¬ 
tecting its interests, has filed .suit 
here for recovery of the .$41,000 
county taxes paid here last year 
on the machinery.

The plus and minus si^ns in the stock and bond aver¬ 
ages column have become vitally important again. The 
tide of higher prices “on the exchange” has been big 
news for everyone during the last month. 

However, every second or third day the tieadline or 
the first paragraph of the Wall Street summary will men¬ 
tion “profit-taking” or “profit-takers.” And it is well. 

Were it not for those rather lugubrious gentlemen 
known as “bears” the market, given a new lease on life, 
would soar like a skyrocket—and probably would quickly 
break into beautiful fragments and fall back upon itself 
in the form of dying sparks and a charred stick. 

There’s an inclination on the part of persons inter¬ 
ested in the rise of specific stock to be impatient when 
the day shows a minus average in Wall Street. The 
inclination also personifies “bears” as demons and “profit- 
takers” as werewolves. 

They’re not; not at all. They’re as natural a part of 
the art of trading as are receding waves upon the beach 
a natural and necessary part of the ocean. 

A tide going all one way, without interruption, would 
mean the same in trade and commerce as it would geo¬ 
graphically—disaster. This newspaper will not attempt 
to predict whether the stock market will go up or down, 
but lot us hope, however, that the bears will not win to 
the low ground of a few months ago, and let us hope the 
bulls will not go too fast in their enthusiasm for higher 
market prices—only to ride for another fall. 

‘'"What do yOu think of Mayor Hague as a pillar 
in a literal administration?” Herbert Hoover asked 
an interviewer. Well, Hague strikes us as the kind 
of a man who, if he were president, would call out 
the army to disperse a crowd of poor, mostly friend¬ 
less and homeless, misguided war veterans asking 
for a bonus. 


War for the Warriors 

Russia is sending 200 warplanes against the Japanese 
in China, according to news dispatches. Such a move 
would definitely pit one military dictatorship against 
another in A,yia. 

If they become seriously embroiled it is a logical 
assumption that no European power will dare to turn 
its back on its enemies at home long enough to rush into 
the Asiatic affray. Surely the United States could not be 
foolish enough to do so. 

If the two major Asiatic powers can pummel the mili¬ 
tary ambitions out of each other perhaps there’s hope 
that Europe might arrange a similar party at home. 

The Rome-Berlin axis, already seriously bent due to 
the seizure of Austria, might be diplomatically bent some 
more so that Fuehrer and Duce would come to grips with 
each other. The excess of military steam might thus be 
blown off all over the world, involving only those nations 
which—lately, at least—have generated it. 

Thir is not set forth as a probable program, but 
merely as an ideal one, greatly to be desired.

primary allegiance to Germany. 

In happy contrast, we cite the remarks of Crown 
Prince Gustaf Adolph of Sv/eden, now an honored visitor 
to America, who expressed the hope at Boston the other 
day: 

“. . . that Americans of Swedish origin, while keep¬ 
ing first ot all allegiance to the country of their adoption, 
may still cherish those links of traditions and ideals which 
bind them to the old country beyond the seas. ... I feel 
proud and happy when I am told that this vast number of 
Swedish people ai'e looked up to as efficient and law- 
abiding subjects in the country of their adoption.”

The 
republican party should be sending 
a conunission of its own over there 
to find out how the British tory 
government has faced realities in 
its domestic economics in very 
much the same way the New Deal 
has done. 

When Ambassador Joseph Ken¬ 
nedy was here, he was telling 
friends privately about the na¬ 
tionalization of coal deposits that is 
being put through parliament by 
the conservative government. They 
call it rationalization of coal roy¬ 
alties. Over here we would call it 
socialism. 

The British government is buy¬ 
ing coal deposits from private own¬ 
ers at a price fixed by a royal 
commission. There is some grumbl¬ 
ing from long-mustached tory peer 
coal owners who say they are not 
being paid enough. Otherwise the 
nationalization is going through 
without anybody batting an eye. 
It seemed the more practical thing 
to do in order to get rid of diffi¬ 
culties in working veins which 
crossed private property lines. Try 
and get anything like that through 
over here, Kennedy said. You’d 
have the whole pack on the gov¬ 
ernment’s neck. 

Sounds Like New Deal 

A friend sends me a digest of 
the report which the British min¬ 
ister of labor, Ernest Brown, made 
to the International Labor Con¬ 
ference at Geneva recently. It 
sounds like a New Deal report. 

Listen to Tory Labor Minister 
Brown: 

“A new factory act has been 
passed to come into operation on 
July 1 making improved provision 
for safety, health and welfare in 
factories and workshops and limit¬ 
ing the hours of women and juve¬ 
niles. 

“We have extended unemploy¬ 
ment insurance to about a million 
workers, including agricultural 
workers, to whom it did not pre¬ 
viously apply. The total number 
of persons now insured against un¬ 
employment is more than 15 mil¬ 
lions. We are taking steps to in¬ 
sure that adequate wages are paid 
in the road transport industry, and 
we are introducing practical meas¬ 
ures to facilitate holidays with 
pay.” 

For the trucking industry the 
conservative party set up a system 
of national and regional wage 
boards to fix minimum wages for 
certain classes of trucks. The labor 
party supported this tory measure 
although protesting that it did not 
go far enough. Some “liberals” ob¬ 
jected that the measure would 
help the big truckers and penalize 
the weaker independents. To which 
conservative newspapers replied 
that companies, largr or small, do 
not deserve protection if they can¬ 
not afford to pay decent wages. 

Tax Campaign 

Not long ago England went 
through a campaign against tax 
avoidance, similar to ours. The 
conservative government led it. 
Paul Ward, London correspondent 
to the Baltimore Sun, quoted the 
London Times as supporting this 
drive in the following language: 
“Any legislation should make clear 
once and for all that tax evasion 
is stamped with the reprobation of 
parliament.” 

Some such pronouncement on 
the moral issue is urgent, for re¬ 
sentment against a fiscal privilege 
of the very rich, for which poorer 
men have to pay, is widespread 
and just, and is already being ex¬ 
ploited by the professional organ¬ 
izers of social discontent. 

When I was in London last year 
conservative party managers 
showed me some of their political 
campaign literature. Here are 
snatches from the tory leaflet: 
“Sweeping away the slums—slum 
dwellers are being rehoused at the 
rate of 6000 a week. Support the 
pvemment that gets things done." 
“Great new pension scheme." 
“Milk at school for three million 
children." “Continuous advances 
in both wages and emplojnnent.” 
“Progress marches on.” 

That’s what the British tories tell 
their voters. And that’s why they 
have stayed on in power during a 
period when American conserva¬ 
tives haven’t made a real dent in 
Roosevelt, not even with the help 
of a major depression. 

So American republicans would 
do better to send Dr. Glenn Frank 
to England to learn how practical 
conservatives handle themselves 
instead of assigning him to sit ir, 
Chicago and suck an anti-Roose- 
velt program out of his thumb.

Hiram Johnson, who once 
bolted Hoover, now set to bolt 
Roosevelt: McAdoo, now his 
enemy, 2-tol for renomination 
with FDR blessing; LaFoIlette 
to keep hands off campaign for 
governor in California; Steve 
Early willing to trade 1.500-foot 
leap for "Neptune” hazing. 

SAN FRANCISCO.—Here in the 
Golden State, where it first saw 
the light of day, a great political 
romance of the New Deal is about 
to be given final burial. Senator 
Hiram Johnson, who is 1932 bolted 
Herbert Hoover for Franklin 
Roosevelt, is preparing to bolt 
again. 

Exactly when and how he will do | 
it the embittered old warrior has I 
not decided. In a secluded hotel i 
suite high on famed Nob Hill over¬ 
looking San Francisco bay, he is 
broodingly waiting for the oppor¬ 
tune moment. 

To the administration the clash 
will come as no surprise. Ever 
since he opposed the Supreme 
Court bill, they have known it was 
only a question of time before 
Johnson would go on the warpath 
against them in the political arena. 

During the last session of con¬ 
gress the never too cordial rela¬ 
tions between Johnson and Senator 
William Gibbs McAdoo became 
very strained. Their hostility did 
not break into the open, but pri¬ 
vately they spoke bitterly about 
each other. 

The big question mark in the 
minds of Administrationites is. 
How much weight as an election¬ 
eering harpooner can Johnson 
wield ? 

On the basis of his past record, 
he is not a serious threat. A mag¬ 
ical campaigner for himself, John¬ 
son has never been able to beat 
anyone else in California since the 
historic occasion in 1916 when his 
attitude, after Charles Evans 
Hughes had Ignored him, was 
credited with electing Woodrow 
Wilson president. In 1926, when he 
tried to defeat Senator Sam Short- 
ridge, Hiram took a sound thump¬ 
ing. 

There is no question of Roose¬ 
velt’s popularity in California. The 
Democratic registration this year 
is the greatest in the history of 
the state. It will take all the 
political magic Johnson ever pos¬ 
sessed to buck this tide. But the 
iron of hate has entered his soul 
and he is bent on carnage. 

The conflict, when it breaks, 
should be one of the great battles 
of this year's crucial elections. 
HANDS OFF 

Despite Governor Phil LaFol- 
lette’s statement that he would go 
to California to campaign for Ray¬ 
mond Haight for governor on the 
Progressive ticket, Phil will not 
meddle in the hectic scramble. 

Reason for his change of mind 
is advice that Haight is not likely 
to win the Progressive nomination. 

The chance now appear strong 
that it will go to State Senator 
Culbert Olson, former Upton Sin¬ 
clair lieutenant, who is also after 
the Democratic nomination. Olson 
recently entered the Progressive 
lists on the counsel of friends who 
are close to the Wisconsin gov¬ 
ernor, after they had talked to 
Phil and convinced him he should 
stay out of the California free- 
for-all. 

To date, Olson is out in front 
in the seven - man Democratic 
melee, but the sensation of the 
race is the latest entry, Daniel 
C. Murphy, sheriff of San Fran¬ 


cisco and former president of the 
State Federation of Labor. 

Backed by the A. F. of L. Polit¬ 
ical league, Murphy has been mak¬ 
ing amazing headway. Whether 
he can kept up this pace in the 
home stretch remains to be seen. 
If he does, Olson may get the sur¬ 
prise of his life. 

Labor’s Non - Partisan league, 
with its powerful CIO affiliations, 
is taking a chary stand between 
Murphy and Olson. Most of the 
league’s leaders are for the lat¬ 
ter, but the organization has 
placed its stamp of approval on 
both men. 

None of the other five aspirants 
are serious contenders. “Jefty” 
O’Connor, former comptroller of 
currency, who entered the race 
as the self-acclaimed administra¬ 
tion candidate, is trailing well be¬ 
hind the two leaders. He will be 
doing well if he places in the 
money. 

A DEAL 

White House Secretary Steve 
Early was a very unea.sy man 
when he boarded the U. S. S. 
Houston to accompany the Presi¬ 
dent on his fishing cruise. 

All away across the country, 
members of the President’s party 
who at some time had crossed 
the equator plied early with har¬ 
rowing tales about the hazing 
awaiting him when he crossed “the 
line.” Colonel E. M. Watson, the 
President’s military aide, told him 
that one of the Initiating stunts 
was the “watery grave”—a coffin 
into which water is run faster than 
it drains out, while the initiate 
spends the night inside. 

Throughout the transcontinental 
trip the worried Early was devis¬ 
ing schemes to escape the ordeal. 
When the President’s train stopped 
under the spectacular Hanging 
bridge in Royal Gorge, Colorado, 
to allow the party to view the 
scenery. Early remarked to the 
President: 

“If I dive from that bridge can 
I get off from the King Neptune 
initiation ?” 

"I'll take you up on that, Steve,” 
replied the President. "If you'll 
jump we’ll not only let you off 
but pay the hospital bills.” 

Note.—Hanging bridge is 1500 
feet from ground level.

Science News 

Bjr JANE STAFFORD 

A new angle on the increasing 
age of our population appears in 
staticstics on fatal accidents in the 
United States compiled by the bu¬ 
reau of the census. The figures, 
covering the year 1936, show that 
falls are are pushing automobile 
accidents as cause of death. 

During 1936, latest year on 
which figures are available, there 
were 110,052 deaths from acci¬ 
dents of all types. Nearly one- 
third of these fatal accidents, 32 
per cent, were automobile acci¬ 
dents. Falls were second in im¬ 
portance, accounting for almo.st 
one-fourth, or 24 per cent, of the 
fatal accidents during the year. 

“Deaths from falls have been 
increasing even more rapidly than 
those caused by automobiles,” 
states the official report. 

While automobile accident 
deaths increa.sed 11 per cent dur¬ 
ing the six-year period from 1930 
to 1936, deaths from falls increas¬ 
ed over 22 per cent. 

The reason for this surprising 
.state of affairs appears when the 
figures are broken down into age 
groups. Young persons sie most 
liable to accidental deatlis, nearly 
half the fatal accidents in 1936 oc¬ 
curring among persons under 45 
years. More than half of all 
deaths from injury by fall, how¬ 
ever, happen to persons over 65 
years. 

The number of persons over 65 
yeans is increasing, as a result of 
improved health and sanitary con¬ 
ditions and advances in medical 
science. All the ailments that 
u.sed to take lives in large num¬ 
bers before this age, starting with 
infantile diarrhea or summer com¬ 
plaint and continuing through 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, small¬ 
pox and tuberculosis, have been 
fought almost to a standstill. Even 
pneumonia shows signs of falter¬ 
ing under latest scientific meth¬ 
ods of treatment. 

It appears that national health 
protection must next direct atten¬ 
tion to finding ways of preventing 
falls. A big step forward can be 
made by con.striicting and arrang¬ 
ing fall-proof homes and work 
places.
